ROME, July 20, 6 p. m.—The pope died 


shortly after 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
His last moments 
were comparatively 


peaceful and rainless and were preceded 


with a period of insensibility. Around 
the bedside at the final moment were the 


cardinals, the relatives and the members 


of the papal court. Before lapsing into 


unconsciousness the dying pontiff feebly 


moved his lips, his lust articulate words 


being those used in bestowing a benedic- 


tion. 


Gradually the shadow of death .-pread 


over the pontiff, his extremities became 
cold, his features assumed I tie fixed rig- 
idity of death and ])f. Lapponi noted 
his last fluttering heart beats, which 
{;rad*lly became slower aud slower un- 
til they finally stopped. 


The news of the popes dentil spread 


rapidly throughout Home and caused it

POPE'S UYIXO MOMENTS. 


The whole day w:i< ono of continual 


emotion, one di-urrs.-ing sccuc following 
after another. 
Wln-n it became known 


shortly before four p. in. that t!ie pope's 
journey through the valley of death was 
almost" finished. Cardinal Yanncuhi hur- 
ried again to his bed side and was fol- 
lowed shortly afterwards by what i* call- 
ed in Vatican phraseology, the "Papal 
secret family," and the -'Xoble family,' 
besides the "Personal family," including 
the late pope's nephew's Comic I.udo- 
vica, liiceardo and C'amilto, and also all 
the cardinals at the Vatican who after- 
ward retired to the adjoining library, 
after they had been allowed to kiss the 
pontiff's hand and passed along, present- 
ing another of those pictures which will 
ilvc in the memory of all those partici- 
pating in it. The aged pontill' was ly- 
ing prone and unconscious, propped up 
tiTassist him in breathing, one 'hand laid 
on the red »ilk coverlet, the heavy poii- 
tillcal ring being in danger of 
falling 


from the shrunken linger, while the oth- 
er hand clutched his ro.-nry and cruci- 
fix. 


He was unconscious, but intelligence 


seemed to flicker across the worn face. 
and the shadow of a, smile fcil over the 
pallid lips when tho nephew.? passed and 
reverently knelt nnd UU-cd the pope's 
hand. No word was spoken. The only 
sound which broke the silence of the 
death room was the rattle of the arms

benediction. Outside of-the death cham- 
ber expectation was intense but the sight 
of the sorrowing faces of those leaving 
'the room was sufficient, without words, 
to tell the sad news which was not long 
in spreading throughout Rome. 


Thv occurrences in -he death cham- 


ber immediately following the pope's de- 
mise were of impressive solemnity. Cour- 
tiers had been dispatched 
to summon 


•those who were delegated to perform 
'the first religious offices toward the dead 
pope and soon the chanting of the Fran- 
ciscian monks was hoard as, two by two, 
in coarse brown habits, nnd witli sandal- 
ed feet, thoy proceeded to the room in 
which Loo luy dead. 


Following them came the noble guards 


to watch over the pontiff's remains, 'the 
brilliancy of their uniforms contrasting 
strikingly with tho sombre attire of the 
quaintly garbed monks and the solemn 
dignity" of the chamber Jtself. The only 
sound heard wa» the measured chanting 


absolutely ghastly. It was a most sol- 
'inn moimm-t. 
Thn head of the pontiff 


rilh his white skull cap not whiter than 
.he figure of silvery hair raisin™ above 
the crimson coverlet his hand raised in 
,he familiar gesture of benediction, the 
iiiceling assemblage being -too earnest- 
y absorbed in deep nfiTiction, veneration 
ind weeping io even make, n movement. 
The doctors again examined the dying 
iioly father, and 'this lime found that he 
was at the extreme limit of bis powers 
of respiration. His eyes began to be- 
come clouded and Leo XI.1I entered into 
the real agony of death, which was rec- 
ognized by all present 
kneeling. 
The 


last conscious act, of the pontiff was 'to 
turn his eyes towards the great cruci- 
fix on the'wall after which he suffered 
from a paroxysm of 
choking, 
durin, 


which he passed away. 


Then -the silence of awe-stricken as- 


semblage was broken by the sonorous, 
solemn voice of Cardinal Hcrafflno Van- 
nutelli, the grand penitentiary intoning 
the requiem aecternam (rest eternal.)

with a period of insensibility. Around 
the bedside at the final moment were the 
cardinals, the relatives and the members 
of the papal court. Before lapsing into 
•unconsciousness the dying pontiff feebly 
moved his lips, his last articulate words 
being those used in bestowing a benedic- 


tion. 


:ho pope's bedroom only broken by the 
doctor's rising to render their patient 
more comfortable, and the sobs of the ever 
faithful valet, Pio Centra or the mur- 
mured prayers of Mgr. Pifferino the pa- 
pal confessor, himself S4 years of age, 
who had to be assisted to the bedside. 
Softly he recited the prayers of the dy- 
ing, the pontiff one moment appearing 
to follow them as though conscious of 
what was transpiring but he could not 
speak. Then the dying pope murmured 
something to himself in 
which 
those 


bending over him heard the words '"Fa- 
ther" and ''Brother.' Dr. Lapponi who 
also constantly had his fingers on 
the 


Gradually the shadow of death spread 


.over the pontiff, his extremities became 
cold, his features assumed the fixed rig- 
idity of death and Dr. Lapponi noted 
his last fluttering heart beats, which 
grad^lly became slower and slower un- 
til they finally stopped. 


The news of : 'ic pope's death spread 


rapidly throughout Rome and caused a 
most 
profound sensation. The

city is in mourning.

POPE'S DYING MOMENTS. 


The whole day was one of continual 


emotion, one distressing scene following 
after another. When it became known 
shortly before four p. m. that the pope's 
journey through the valley of death was 
almost finished, Cardinal Vanneulii hur- 
ried azain to his bed side and was fol- 
lowed shortly afterwards by what is call- 
ed in Vatican phraseology, the "Papal 
secret family," and the "Noble family," 
besides the "Personal family," including 
the late pope's nephew's Comtc Ludo- 
vica, Eiccardo and Camillo, and also all 
the cardinals at the Vatican who after- 
ward retired to the adjoining library, 
after they had been allowed to kiss the 
pontiff's hand and passed along, present- 
ing another of those pictures which will 
ilve in the memory of all those partici- 
pating in it. The aged pontiff was ly- 
ing prone and unconscious, propped up 
to assist him in breathing, one hand laid 
on the red silk coverlet, the heavy pon- 
tifical ring being in danger of 
falling 


from the shrunken linger, while the oth- 
er hand clutched his rosary and cruci- 
fix. 


He was unconscious, but intelligence 


seemed to flicker across the worn face, 
and the shadow of a smile fell over the 
pallid lips when the nephews passed and 
reverently knelt and kissed the pope's 
hand.

Of course the remedy is for 
the mayor or city council to at once put 
the telephone company out of commis- 
sion by taking possession of the wires 
and the time Trill come when this step 
will be necessary if the people are to 
ever be protected in a fair measure of 
their rights. And yet the Chicago city 
council propose to give a. franchise to 
another telephone company to commit 
an even worse assault upon the finances 
of the people as regards charges through 
this measured service swindle.

that our great balances of trade ,due us 
will be a't times overtaken and gold ex- 
ported abroad to balance things. Again 
Europe wants gold and it is exported 
over the ocean precisely as any other 
article of merchandise.

"The time has come- to stop this un- 


desirable immigration. If Congress does 
not provide more strict regulations and 
restrictions the future holds great dan- 
gers for our country. The immigration 
which we are now getting is not in sym- 
pathy with our form of government and 
will "not assimilate with our institutions. 
A larcre proportion oi the people we are 
receivimr nre illiterate. The immigration 
for May was 137.514, an increase of 30,- 
~>m over May of last year. 
;„. 


"'And whence comes this human flood? 


Is it the old desirable immigration, that 


same council gave permission to another 
telephone corporation to own conduits, 
but in some way unexplained, a fine tun- 
nel system has- been completed, admit- 
ting in some places street cars. Still the 
council instead of bringing the audacious 
crowd to book is condoning the grab and 
extending the franchise, to say nothing 
of paltering with the franchise considera- 
tion.

The law which authorizes the govern- 


ment to return 
to 
Germany 
certain 


forms of manufactured products or in de- 
fault of the goods being promptly re- 
turned, destroyed, is from an act of last 
winter, which same law enables the gov- 
ernment to prosecute dealers who label 
their products as being 
products of 


a s'tate which are not such but of some 
other state. But as to Germany the law 
authorizes examination of products from 
abroad, any nation, and if adulterated 
refused admittance; again this same law 
has a clause in which the provision is 
found "that no food products shall be 
received in -this country which are manu- 
factured contrary to the laws of the 
lountry from which they are exported. 
The sausages sent from Germany to this 
country are not marketable in Germany 


The increasing 
live 
stock 
receipts 


might possibly .encourage the public to 
believe prices of meat that - have been 
so exorbitant of late could be reduced 
if it were not for the strong suspicion 
such good luck is not for 'them. The fig- 
ures given publicity by the government 
itself coming from the agricultural bur- 
eau show that the live stock receipts 
at five prominent western markets for 
the five months ending June 1st were 
12,502,500 head as compared with 12,213,- 
026 heftd for the same five months period 
in 1892. Says one opinion: 


"If the live stock trade be taken as

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THE LATE POPE LEO XIII 


Sent to College at Eight—His Gradual Rise and Elec- 


tion to Pontificate, Which He Held 25 


Years, Briefly Sketched. 
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Continued from Page One. 


His late holiness was born at Carpine- 


to in the diocese of Anagni, in the papal 
states, on March 2, 1S10, being christen- 
ed under the name of Vincent Joachim 
Raphael Louis. The name Vincent was 
given him by his mother who had great 
veneration 
for the famous 
domimciui 


missionary saint Vincent Ferrieri, bish- 
op of Valence, but after her death he 
used the name Joachim which he kept. 
The Society of Je.«us, which it was af- 
terwards the first care of his pontificate 
to restore to its ancient position in the 
councils of the church, was entrusted 
with his education, young Pceei being 
sent at the age of eight years to the 
Jesuit college at Viberbo, where he re- 
mained until his fourteenth rear. At 
thi? time his mother died and he short 
ly afterwards proceeded to Rome to con 
tinuc hi.? studies at the Jesuit college in 
that city. When he was eighteen years 
old lie secured the first prize for chcmis 
try and physics. His aptitude for nat 
ural science, however, in no way inter 
fered with his taste for literature anc 
classical studies, and even in those carlj 
days he was remarkable for the eleganc 
and purity of his Latin, which subse 
quently found such notable expressio 
not only in his encyclicals and ecelesias 
tical work but in the higher plane o 
poetry. 


MADE PRIEST IN 1837. 


In 1837 Joachim Pecci received 
th 


sub-diaconate

March 14 of the same

XVI made 'him a domestic prelate, h 
first promotion, with the title of mo 
signer. On December 23, 1837, he was 
ordained priest by Cardinal Odescalchi, 
saying his first mass in the chapel of St. 
Stanislaus at the Jesuit Noviciate of St. 
Andrea. 


The young ecclesiastic, in 1S43, was 


called to exercise his talents in a more 
important post, being consecrated bishop 
of Damietta in Partibus and sent tu 
Brussels as papal nuncio. It was as rep- 
resentative of the Vatican in the Bel- 
gian capital that he first gained the po- 
litical" insight 
and experience which 


have been one of the principal character- 
istics of 
his tenure of the 
pontifical 


throne. 
liar. Pecci remained over three years 


in Belgium, and on his recall to Italy 
•was decorated with the Grand Cordon 
of the order of Leopold. 


After leaving London the nuncio paid 


a visit to London. This was in Febru- 
ary, 1840, and in the same year he was 
consecrated archbishop of Perugia. 
He 


continued in this position for the thirty- 
two years which intervened before- his 
election to the highest position in the 
churon. his tenure of the episcopate co- 
inciding exactly with the 32 years of the 
reign of Pius IX. 


EJECTED P.OPE IN 1578. 


At the consistory held in 1S77 Cardi- 


nal Pecci was appointed Camerlingo of 
the Roman church, which gave him chief 
charge of the temporalities of the holy 
see. In this capacity it fell to hU task 
to make the necessary arrangements for 
the conclave for the election of a new

At the beginning of Pope Leo's reign 
,e idcntitlcation of the clergy with the

.ation, the pope sought to conciliate the

ion of the Catholic church, especially in 
English speaking countries. 


As an example of this may be cited 


the numerous pilgrimages- which came 
to the Eternal City from all parts of the 
world, for instance at the time of the 
celebration December 23, 1SS7, of the 
jubilee of the pope's ordination to the 
priesthood. The jubilee service in St. 
Peters on that occasion was attended by 
fifty thousand persons. 


At the mass the pope used golden ewer 


and basin presented to him by the late 
Queen Victoria and wore a, tiara given 


fountains with Rome strengthening off 
beyond the Tiber. .Across the middle of 
the room hang heavy draperies partly 
concealing the bed on which lay the si- 
lent form of the dead pontiff. By the 
side of the low bed burned a number of 
candles and from above looked down the 
picture of the Madonna with the intant 
Christ in her arms. Leo's desk was clos- 
ed, but some of the books on religions 
topics which he kept remained on it. 


The body lay exactly DA it was at the 


moment of the 
pope's last

breath. A white veil was thrown over 
the dead mans face. 


The embalming will not be performed 


until 24 hours have elapsed. The body 
will be robed in full pontificate vest- 
ments for the imposing funeral ceremon- 
ies.

government and thus put an end to the 
antagonism between the Vatican and the 
quirinal. But, the world was soon undo.- 


' ccived, and, in his first encyclical, pro- 


mulgated at the Enster following hia ac- 
cession, Pope Leo XIII unhesitatingly 
maintained his demand for the restora- 
tion of tho temporal power of the nap- 
acy, nor did he ever recede from the 
position then taken up. 


At the same time, the policy of the 


Roman Curia certainly underwent a de- 
velopment in the direction of modera- 
tion, which greatly contributed to in- 
creasing the influence 
of the Vatican 


abroad. From the very outset, the now 
pontiff displayed the greatest interest 
in 
the social questions 
agitating the 


world of today and in an encyclical, is- 
sued in December, 1878, appealed to the 
intellectual forces of Catholicity to con-

The late pontiff on March 29, 100:2, 


published a long encyclical letter, the

24 YEARS A POPE. 


The 
twenty-fourth anniversary 
of 


Pope Leo's coronation was celebrated at 
the Vatican July 6, 1002, by the entire 
papal court and thousands of members of 
all the Catholic societies assembled in 
Rome for the occasion. 


The last notable encyclical of 
Leo 


XIII was dated October 30, 1902, and 
was designed to promote study of the 
scriptures, arid in February of this year 
he wrote a poem, dedicated to a friend 
whom the pontiff desired to advise on 
the best means of prolonging life.
